His attitude In 
speaking Is that ot one who Is deter- 
mined to miike bis arguiucnts felt— 
his hands behind him, his body bent 
forward, although erect, and shaking 
his head and long gray beard from 
time to time, as It to snap out bis 
words. 

His theme Inst night was his 
"Darkest li^iigland Social Scheme, and 
How It May bo of Uonellt In Amer-

After epeaklng ol his royal recep-

"It la true that from what I have 
seen new moves can be made which 
will benefit the Army, and before 
long I will Issue orders which will as- 
sist In accomplishing tb<> work- First, 
Iiowever, I will confer with my of- 
ficers."
